2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention pertains a circuit for a semiconductor chip including a 
memory array and an address latch wherein the chip is configured to communicate with 
a terminal of a tester. The prior arts teach a circuit comprising a comparator for 
comparing a first data value from the memory array and a second data value from said 
terminal, and a register for storing the address in response to receiving a signal from the 
comparator based upon a lack of identity between the first and the second data values. 
The prior arts, however, do not teach the combination of a comparator, a register and 
an output circuit within a circuit for the semiconductor chip, such that the output circuit 
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comprises an inverter coupled to the memory array, a first transistor electrically 
interposed between the inverter and a positive voltage source and configured to turn off 
during a test mode for the semiconductor chip, and a second transistor electrically 
interposed between the inverter and ground and configured to turn off during the test 
mode.
